T h e Osborn challenge 
shield was competed for by squads of the St. John Ambulance Brigade, No. I District, in an imaginary railway 
accident. T h e eight competing squads have been drawn up in sections of eight each, the four competitors 
of 
each squad entering a train, which streamed out a few yards and then back again, the four “ victims” being dis­ 
tributed along the line. 
The first aid, according to the conditions of the competition, was given with improvised 
material-string, 
straps, braces, handkerchiefs, neckties, bits of board representing the splinters of carriages for splints— anything 
and everything that might be useful f«»r the purpose was put into instant requisition, and any part of the cloth­ 
ing of the dresser or the patient was allowed.
